Washington, May 18 .—Representative 
Keating, of Colorado, conferred with 
President Wilson to-day concerning 
conditions In the strike district of his 
state. Although the president had ad¬ 
vised Governor Ammons that federal 
troops would not be allowed to remain 
Indefinitely in the strike aones. Mr. 
Keating said the president was not dis¬ 
posed to withdraw the federal forces 
immediately, and Is willing to do every¬ 
thing within reason for the preserva¬ 
tion of peace In the coal regions. 

Mr. Keating expressed doubts as to 
the ability of the state militia to main¬ 
tain order in the strike districts after 
the withdrawal of federal troops unless 
mine owners oonsent to the mediation 
of disputed questions. 

Austrian Ambassador Dumba to-day 
laid before the secretary of state and 
secretary of war an urgent request 
that federal troops be retained on duty 
In the Coiorada strike district. The re¬ 
quests were made at the instigation of 
the Austrian government on Informa¬ 
tion received from their agents In 
Colorado. 

The ambassador declared In his opin¬ 
ion there was not sufficient force to 
maintain order If the federal troops 
were withdrawn, and that he felt sure 
that trouble would break out again as 
soon as the army was out of the state.

ffattfnx, N. S., May 18.—After thir¬ 
teen days of terrible suffering in an 
open boat, four survivors of the freight 
steamer Columbian were picked up In 
the North Atlantic by the United 
States revenue cutter Seneca yester¬ 
day. 

Eleven others of the boat crew, which 
loft the Columbian when she was 
burned Just south of Sable Island, May 
3. had succumbed to injuries and pri¬ 
vations. and their bodies had been 
thrown overboard. The death roll of 
the los» freighter now stands at fifteen. 
Twenty-seven other members of the 
crew were saved by the Cunard liner 
Franconia and the steamer Manhattan 
after two days of exposure. 

The men snatched from death by the 
Seneca yesterday were the first officer, 
Robert Ties; Seamen Osckr Kendall 
and Peter Bellanger and Fireman 
Michael .Ludwlggen. The Seneca 
hastened to Halifax and reached here 
to-d&y. The survivors had lived on 
only a few ship's- biscuits and. a cask of 
water, which had long since been ex¬ 
hausted. They had-gone the Hmlj of 
human endurance. 

Hop* for this missing third boat had 
l»een abandoned after a dozen of the 
trans-Atlantic liners had searched for 
five days within a wide radius of the 
spot where the Columbian burst Into 
flames. This was In the vicinity of lat¬ 
itude 41.19 north, longitude 59.45 west. 
To seafaring men It seemed Impossible 
that a small boat could pass through 
the scries of gales that has since swept 
those waters, and the news that the 
Reneca had picked up survivors was 
received almost with Incredulity here. 

Although the survivors were too 
weak from their sufferings to tell the 
atory completely, the revenue cutter's 
officers gathered that some of the fif¬ 
teen who had hastily plied Into the 
third boat had been so badly burned 
that they died during the first days. It 
was decided to lighten the boat by 
chs ting the -bodies overboard at once. 
Rome who had tumbled from the bunks 
at the first explosion and had rushed 
on deck half-clothed, succumbed to the 
cold. Others, weakened by starvation 
and thirst, gradually sank Into leth¬ 
argy that was scarcely to be distin¬ 
guished from death. 

Somehow the survivors mannged to 
keep the l>oat headed on to the seas 
when the weather became rough, but 
for the past few days little or no effort 
could bo made to guide the craft. Day 
by day the number dwindled until the 
four who were left sank limply to the 
bottom of the boat and awaited the 
end.

Washington, May 18. — General 
Huerta has authorized the Mexican 
mediation delegates to submit his 
resignation, in case such a course is 
found necessary to a settlement In 
peace negotiations. 


This was stated 
positively in dispatches to-day from a 
thoroughly competent diplomatic 
source In Mexico City, to one of the 
foreign representatives here, and con¬ 
firms intimations given by friends of 
the delegates here yesterday. 

According to the Information from 
Mexico City, Huerta at first author¬ 
ized the delegates to discuss only the 
question of the Tampico conflict, lead¬ 
ing to the American occupation of 
Vera Crux. Later the Mexican dicta¬ 
tor, It la explained, came to recognize 
the necessity of a broader settlement 
and then conveyed to the delegates 
the assurance* that he was prepared 
to step down should this course be 
found necessary by them. 

I The problem causing chief concern 
to diplomats In Mexico City now is 
that of the form of administration to 
be established during the interegnum 
before a constitutionally-elected pres¬ 
ident could assume office. No Intima¬ 
tions concerning the name of a pos¬ 
sible successor to Huerta were con¬ 
tained In the dispatch, this subject be¬ 
ing cne in which It would be neces¬ 
sary to consult the opinion of con¬ 
stitutionalists and other leaders in 
Mexico. ^

Smithsonian institution, and a recog¬ 
nised authority on solar phenomena, 
gives the following popular account of 
the eclipse, and the scientific results 
sought from such events 

On August 21, 1914, the moon will 
pa«» exactly between the earth and the 
sun, and there will be a total solar 
eclipae. It will act be o b s e rved in 
America, except as a small partial 
ecllpoo at sunrise in the northern states 
and Ouiftda, but In Persia, Russia and 
Scandinavia the full effect will be seen. 

Although the moon looks about the 1 
same si so as the sun. It Is very much 
smaller and nearer. The sun is 816.040 
miles In diameter and 93,000.000 miles 
nwAy, while the moon Is 2.103 miles In 
diameter and 239,000 miles away. On 
account of the moon’s small slxe com¬ 
pared with the suu the shadow cast by 
the moon Is a cone, and the point of 
this cone Just barely reaches the earth. 

In the August eclipse thg diameter 
of the cone a! the earth's surface Is 
only about 86 miles, so that the eclipse 
is visible as total only In a belt about 
86 miles wide stretching over the coun¬ 
tries named above. The Important 
cities of Pltlis, Trebizond, Kief, Minsk 
and Riga lie near the center of this 
belt. It passes about a hundred miles 
north of fiLM-kholm and Trodhefm. The 
eclipse will be seen as partial oyer a 
very wide area. Including northeastern 
America. Greenland, Europe, half of 
Asia and half of Afiiea. Within this 
region only a portion of the sun’s disk 
will be hidden by the moon. 

Wherever ‘the solar eclipse Is seen as 
total, the sky will become nearly as 
dark as full-moonlight, and a few of 
the brightest stars and planets may be

The barque Wanlock, C’apt. Cook, arrived Ih Esquimau harbor this af¬ 
ternoon with the crew of the barque Enchanter on board. The Enchanter, 
Capt. Scott, with a cargo of coal, was making the voyage from Sydney, 
Australia, to Panama, when. In latitude 35 south and longitude 106 west, 
she ran Into heavy weather. She was dismasted and lost her rudder. Jury 
masts and a jury rudder were rigged, but she strained in the heavy s*a 
and began to leak badly.*: On April 16 the Wanlock. bound from London t* 
Victoria with general cargo, sighted the Enchanter and took off the crew. 
The lost Enchanter was a wooden barque of 478 tons register, built in 
Dundee in 1851. Capt. Scott and Capt. Cook were friends of long standing.

San Francisco, May 18.—The coast¬ 
wise oil business seems to have fallen 
off equally as much as the lumber 
business. The Standard Oil company 
has laid up its three big barges, 91, 93 
and 96, and the Associated Oil Com¬ 
pany has laid up its steamers William 
F. Herrin, W. S. Porter and J. A. 
Chanslor, as well as the tank ships Mar¬ 
ion Chllcott and Falls of Clyde. The 
export oil business, however, particu¬ 
larly to the Orient and the West Coast 
of South America, continues to in¬ 
crease. 

In the coastwise lumber freight mar¬ 
ket rates have dropped 26 cents to 
$3.50 for this port and $4 to San Pedro, 
which will probably mean the laying 
off of several more steam schooners, 
the list of Idle vessels now numbering 
over 86. 

Foreign Lumber Trade Quiet. 

The foreign lumber trade has be¬ 
come much quieter during the last 
week. Local shippers report a very 
poor demand. At the toll rate of $1.20 
per vessel ton, or 100 cubic feet. Just 
announced for canal traffic, the rate 
on yellow pine will be but 60.4 cents 
per ton, this class of freight taking 
up but 42 cubic feet of bulk per actual 
ton. Wheat through the canal will 
cost 66.4 cents per ton; flour, 66 cents; 
oil about 67.2 cents; coal about 68 
cents. 

Cotton, taking up 160 cubic feet of 
space per actual ton, will cost $1.92 
per actual ton. 

The American-Hawaiian freighter 
Isthmian, which left here for New 
York a few days ago, will have her 
cargo sent through the canal on barges 
instead of going around the Horn. 


After being suspended for the winter 
months the Tacoma-Victoria service 
has been resumed, and this morning 
at 6.30 o'clock the well-known steamer 
Iroquois, Capt. Carter, steamed into 
port completing her first trip from the 
City of Destiny this year. She brought 
In a fair list of passengers and there 
Is every Indication that the business of 
this route will b«< heavier during 1914 
than at any time since the inaugur¬ 
ation of the run. 

Ever since the early days of Victoria 
and Tacoma there has been a peculiar 
friendship between these two cities. 
Many of the present business men of 
this city spent their honeymoons and 
vacations in the Sound port and it 
seems that many of the happy couples 
from the City of Destiny came here 
also. "It was a case of swapping of 
honeymoons and I think the towns 
were about even In the results," Is 
the way one of the bridegrooms of 
those dnys speaks of the matter. 

Big Trade Is Expected. 

The operators of the Tacoma-Vlc- 
toria service anticipate a great volume 
of business this summer. Victorians 
are now able to proceed direct to the 
Sound pbrts, leaving here at 8.30 
o'clock in the mornings, except Sun¬ 
days, reaching Seattle at 2 p.m., and 
Tacoma an hour and a half later. Re¬ 
turning, the Iroquois leaves Tacoma at 
8 p.m. (except on Saturdays) and Se¬ 
attle at 11.30 p.m., berthing at Victoria 
at 6 a.m. On the trips to Tacoma the 
Iroquois makes a call at Port Towns¬ 
end. 

With the return of the Iroquois to 
the Tacoma service, the steamer Sol 
Due has again resumed the Victoria- 
Seattle service via Port Angeles and 
Port Townsend. She sails from here 
at 11 a.m.i and arrives in at 8.30 a.m.

Seattle, May 18.—Work on the yacht 
Cyprus, owned by Col. D. C. Jackling, 
which has been undergoing alterations 
at the Seattle Construction A Drydock 
company’s shipyard for the past two 
weeks. Is being rushed to completion In 
order that she may be ready to take 
Col. Jackling and a party of eastern 
friends to Alaska by June 10. The ves¬ 
sel has been taken from the big float¬ 
ing drydock and officials of the Seattle 
Construction A Drydock company say 
that work on her will be completed by 
June 1. 

The principal alteration to the big 
private yacht was the addition of 
thirty-five feet to her length. This 
was added amidships and It was neces¬ 
sary to cut the vessel In two halves. 
The vessel was placed In the drydock. 
cut In two. the additional section built 
In and the craft then floated again 
within the space of twelve days, which 
Is considered something of a record for 
hull alterations. 

The vessel when completed will be 
265 feet long and will have a displace¬ 
ment of about 1.200 tons. Her engines 
are ample to drive her through the 
water at her customary speed of eight¬ 
een knots, despite the addition In 
length. The Cyprus originally cost 
about $425,000, and the present altera¬ 
tions will about to al>out $100,000.

HUMAN PROCESSION 


The Hon. Josephus Daniels, secretary 
of Uncle Sam’s navy at Washington 
and editor of the News and Observer 
at Raleigh, N. C., will receive the con¬ 
gratulations of his cabinet colleagues 
to-day, the happy occasion being the 
fifty-second anniversary of the birth of 
the great editor, statesman and tar at 
Washington, N. C. Mr. Daniels Is 
popularly known in Washington as 
“managing editor of the nayy,” and It 
must be admitted that he^ has accom¬ 
plished quite a lot of editing since that 
March day in 1913 when, armed with 
his trusty blue pencil, he took charge 
of the navy portfolio. One of the first 
things he did was to draw a blue mark 
across the words "starboard** and 
‘‘port," and In the margin substitute 
therefore th« words "right” and “left.” 
Old tars he 1^1 up their Stands In horror 
at this Innovation, but In practice It 
has worked well. Even greater con¬ 
sternation was created In naval circles 
throughout the watery world when Mr. 
I>anle1s, with one fell stroke of his blue 
pencil, erased alcoholic beverages from 
the list of refreshments supplied to 
officers on war vessels. ^ 

Mr. Daniels has admitted that there 
Is a great similarity between his past 
nnd present jobs, since It is the chief 
duty of both a managing editor and a 
secretary of the navy "to know where 
hell will break loose next and have a 
man cm the spot." The Hon. Josephus 
proved that he was a mighty good 
prophet when he had ‘‘a man on the 
spot" at Vera Crus. 

While Secretary Daniels Is as patri¬ 
otic as the next man, he Is Impatient 
of that prevalent brand of patriotism 
which the English call "swank.” Of 
this boastful attitude Mr. Daniels re¬ 
cently said: "Let us have done once 
and forever with the silly boastings of 
the stripling that we are able to lick 
any nation on earth.” The North Caro¬ 
lina statesman has been more success¬ 
ful than most of his predecessors in 
eliminating basing from Annapolis, j 
"Your hazer,” In the opinion of Mr. I 
Daniels, "1s essentially a bully, and 
must necessarily have a streak of 
Innate cruelty. The United States 
navy has no place for youths of this 
kind." 4 

Josephus Daniels spent his youth In 
Wilson. N. C. fc where he was educated 
at the Wilson Collegiate Institute, and 
where, at the age of eighteen, he en¬ 
tered journalism as editor of the Wil¬ 
son Advance. During that period he 
studied law and at twenty-three was 
admitted to the bar, but did not prac -1 
tice. In 1885 he went to Raleigh, the 
capital of his native state, to become 
I editor of the State Chronicle. Two 
| years later tie was made state printer, 
and shortly afterward he married Addle 
W. Bagley. Her father was Maj. W. 
H. Bagley, and two of her brothers 
entered the navy. One of them, Worth 
Bagley, ensign In the navy, was killed 
in the Spanlsh-American war. 
Twenty years ago, after a brief ex¬ 
perience as chief clerk In the depart¬ 
ment of the Interior at Washington, 
Mr. Daniels consolidated the State 
Chronicle and the North Carolinian 
with the News and Observer, and, as 
editor of^ the merged Journals, became 
the moat commanding figure In North 
Carolina Journalism. As an editor 
Mr. Daniels has always been fearless 
In his denunciations of wrong, and on 
one occasion he was fined $2,000 for 
contempt of court and threatened with 
Jail. On an appeal Mr. Daniels was 
vindicated and^he fine was remitted. 
In 1908 and again in 1912 Mr. Daniels 
was in charge of the publicity depart¬ 
ment of the Democratic national cam¬ 
paign committees. The secretary of 
the navy, "seasick ex officyo," as Mr. 
Dooley says, Is a staunch advocate of 
peace, but he holds that peace must be 
backed up with authority and means 
to enforce iL

Gordon Grant is to Be Sentenced 
To-morrow Morning by Mr. 
Justice Clement. 


In response to Mr. Justice Clement’s 
offer to hear JT Gordon Grant’s coun¬ 
sel.

Victoria West, 
yesterday, held two anniversary ser¬ 
vices, one being In honor of the twenty- 
sixth anniversary of the founding of 
the Victoria West Anglican mission, 
and the other In honor of the twenty- 
third anniversary of the erection of 8t. 

Saviour's church. Large congregations 
were present both morning and even¬ 
ing. 

The morning sendees were In charge 
of the rector, the Rev. Robert Connell, 
who preached on "The Past. Present, 
and Future of the Congregation." In 
the course of which lie told about the 
foundation and growl^of St. Saviour's, 
which had been dedicated Just twenty- 1 
three years ago. or three years after 
the opening by the Rev. W. W. Bolton 
of the little mission In a wagon shop 
on Exqulmalt road. The resume of the 
history of the little church told some¬ 
thing of the labors of the Rev. W. D. 

Barber, who came there from Manitoba 
in 1891. and who became closely identi¬ 
fied with the name of St. Saviour's.

Others 
who had taken a great Interest In the 
church were mentioned, and during the 
address Mr. Connell emphasized the 
need of cohesion among the members 
of the congregation, and better attend¬ 
ance at the services. Too small an ex¬ 
cuse, he said, was snatched at eagerly 
as a reason for staying away from a 
morning or evening service, and great¬ 
er Interest was urged. 

In the evening the Bishop of Colum¬ 
bia preached, his text being taken 
from those verses In the eighty-fourth 
Psalm having special reference to 
blessings: “Blessed are they that 

dwell In Thy house"; "Blessed Is the 
man whoso strength Is In Thee"; and 
"Blessed is the man that trusteth In 
Thee." 

In hls sermon the bishop spoke of the maxTmumjT 
early history of the church In Victoria, wlm‘ 
and especially of St. Saviour’s church.
